dead ahead o f me I saw a sco w w ith 
‘D y nam ite’ w ritten o n her side and a 
red flag flo ating abo ve her. 
1 knew 
th a t m eant she wns lo aded w ith dy na­ 
m ite, nnd the Lo rd pity u s if we ran 
her do wn. I kept the wheel hard o ver, 
nnd it seemed to me the engineer was 
an eternity in getting the engine re­ 
versed. We ju st grazed the dy nam ite 
sco w.

If It Is believed the dog 
was mad tho Pasteur treatment should 
be resorted to. Only two-tenths of I 
per cent of those w ho take this treat­ 
ment develop hydrophobia. 
Although tim germ of rabies has not 
been demonstrated, it is generally con­ 
ceded the disease has a sis*clfic germ. 
Rabies never occurs in tile human 
spontaneously, but always by inocula­ 
tion. It Is also moderately well dem­ 
onstrated that dogs and other animals 
likewise contract the disease through 
inoculation. 
Many more male than 
female dogs go mad. The reason given 
for this is that male dogs fight among 
themselves, but a male seldom bites a 
female. The proportion is seven mad 
males to one mud female. 
Contrary 
to i»opulnr belief, rabies is more com­ 
mon in a temperate zone than In tho 
tropics or the arctic region and in 
spring and full than In summer and 
winter. 
The only sure preventive thus far 
found for rabies is thorough muzzling, 
which Ih another proof that the dis­ 
ease has its origin in inoculation. 
There Ls a discase callM lyssophobla 
which closely resembles hydrophobia 
and Is brought on by m*rvous dread. 
It has been contended T>y some that 
there is really no difference between 
1 these diseases and that hydrophobia is 
I imaginary. 
This claim is refuted by 
J the fact that animals and very young 
. children, knowing neither Imagination, 
j dread or fear, do succumb to a disease 
| exhibiting the unmistakable symptoms 
of hydrophobia. 
These symptoms are, first, a fear of 
water, from which the discase derives 
' Its name; then the muscles stiffen and 
un attempt to drink water brings on 
! convulsions: next the mere sight of 
' water is sufficient to bring on a recur- 
I retire of the convulsions, fever sets in 
: and death ensues in about a week, 
* generally from exhaustion. 
There is no known remedy for rabies, 
though opiates are freely used to alle­ 
viate the pain.—I>r. John J. Reilly in 
New York World.
